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The Nation Responds With Vigor 


While there was a general feeling of 
disappointment over the President’s Fri- 
day night speech, because of its failure 
to go far enough, that criticism was being 
dissipated rapidly over the weekend. 

Appointment of Charles E. Wilson, one 
of the nation’s top-flight citizens, with ex- 
perience in administration, management 
and possessed, too, of invaluable “Wash- 
ington know-how,” created confidence 
which before had been lacking.’ 

The nation began to rally in unity. 

e railway “wildcat” strikers went back 
to work in a movement which was a trib- 
ute to their common sense and American- 
ism.

Breaking Off 
With Red China 


On Saturday the United States an- 
nounced freezing of all Red China assets 
in this country and prohibited American 
ships from calling at Chinese ports. The 
Peiping government retaliated by ban- 
ning any shipments to the United States, 
a move meaningless save to express China's 
attitude since the U. S. move already had 
the effect of banning any cargo from 
China. 

In Washington, the Chinese delegation, 
reacting to this and to the general situa- 
tion, announced it was planning to depart 
for home, since it had not been allowed to 
discuss U: S. “aggression” in Formosa. 
Events of today are expected to deter- 
mine the move. 

From Peiping itself came a rejection of 
any UN cease-fire agreement in Korea 
“until all U. S. troops are out of Korea” 
and China seated in the UN. This is the 
Russian proposal and the Chinese have 
either adopted it as their own or been 
told to do so. 

The embargo against Red China is 
proper. There are no official relations, 
and it makes sense that all trade should 
cease until all diplomatic possibilities have 
been announced. } 

We took this action alone—evidence 
that other nations, notably Britain, had 
been consulted but were unwilling to join 
in this action. This is not surprising. 
Great Britain already has recognized Red 
China diplomatically and has representa- 
tives there, though the Mao government 
has not responded and the results are dis- 
appointing from the British viewpoint. 
Great Britain, with Hongkong adjacent to 
China, and with her agreement in force, 
however unsatisfactorily, could not rea- 
sonably have been expected to join in the 
U. S. action. For us it was a logical and 
proper action.

is the only bobbin plant in Georgia? 


But if you really know the State, tell me, where 
So you don’t know! It’s in Monticello, 


Jasper County, 60 miles southeast of Atlanta and the name’s The Monticello 


Bobbin Co. 


I learned about the bobbin business the other day as the. guest of 


Nesbit Harv ey, vice-president of the company, who had invited me down to spin a yarn or two 


for the Kiwanians in the Jasper County seat. 


Yarns are spun on bobbins, too, and Georgia’s only 


bobbin maker turns out thousands daily of the highly polished elongated spools which whirl on 


spindles in the textile mills of Dixie. 


I say “turn out” advisedly, for the principal machine in the 


process is the lathe with its cutters, scrapers, and borers. Bobbin stock is New England hardwood, 


mostly maple, which arrives at the Monticello plant in short, round sticks. 
Then the chunk goes into the mill to come out 


cuts the moisture content*from 27 to 7 per cent. 


Three weeks in a kiln 


shaped, polished and notched to take the lug on fhe spindle. 


Bobbins come in assorted sizes, the finer the 
thread to be spun the smaller the spool and the 
higher the polish. 

The Monticello Bobbin Co. is a subsidiary of 
Ernest Key’s Atlanta Belting Co. 

Until my visit to the plant the only bobbin 
I knew was the one on my grandmother’s 1889 
model Singer which still runs like, well, just like 
@ sewing machine. Next time you are in a textile 
mill, pick up a bobbin and look at the smaller 
end. If it is stamped “Monticello,” it is Geor- 
gia’s contribution toward keeping the wheels 
spinning in today’s textile world.

That is when the audit finds a big shortage of funds. But, whether 
the audits make the top news or not, they are a source of vital 
information to newspapermen and legislators.

‘Murky | Meaning’ 


The Editors: “Even a well-founded suspicion 
of such leanings (towards Communism) is 
enough to disqualify an appointee for office.” 
So reads an arresting sentence in your editorial

Suspicion is defined by 
Webster in part as “imagination or apprehen- 
sion of something wrong or hurtful without 
proof or on slight evidence.” This makes the 
whole concept of “a well-founded suspicion” 
extremely murky, if not an outright contra- 
diction in terms. 

What is of more serious concern is that 
many readers of this editorial may well have 
come away with the thought that suspicion in 
and of itself is sufficient to warrant a judgment 
of disqualification for public office. Suspicion — 
is a dangerous thing and it is a dangerous word 
particularly when mages in a completely mean- 
ingless fashion. 

Not suspicion but ie facts, well-founded 
facts, facts determined objectively and impar- 
tially, facts always facts, these and these only, 
are to be accepted as evidence of disqualification 
for any office, be it public or private.

We Need to Know 


The Editors: In discussing the problems of 
the State Department relative to military and 
diplomatic policy in Asia and in Europe (Dec. 9), 

Mr. McGill asks, “What do the American people 
think, anyhow?” Surely, this is a time when as 
responsible -citizens of a free land we should 
stand up and be counted as supporting or oppos- 
ing proposed measures. 

Our Senators and Representatives influence 
State Department policy and, presumably, they 
are expressing what we think. But problems of 
foreign policy today are so difficult and so critical 
that few of us feel competent to express opinions. 
If we in Georgia knew more about the records 
and the present thinking of those who represent 
us in Congress we could better accept our respon- 
sibility by supporting them or registering our 
opposition. 

Press interviews with our Georgia members 
of Congress would be very helpful. Such inter- 
views, together with wider publicity given to 
voting records and official statements, would 
enable us to know them better. We need to know ~ 
what they think—not in generalities, but quite 
definitely, for events are moving very fast. 

For instance, we need to know what they 
think about support of Chiang Kai-shek, about 


-rearmament for Europe and the relation of that * 


to the objectives of the Marshall Plan. We need 
to know whether or not they stand with those 
who, as Mr. McGill says, “regard the United Na- 
tions not as a private club but as one which a 
government in control of a major country may 
be asked to join if it subscribes to the regulations 
of the UN.” 

Not less important, we need to know what 
questions they themselves are asking.

Pass the Hormonized Chicken 


WASHINGTON—Okay, gents, I guess it’s all right to eat fried chicken even if 


it’s been hormonized. And it probably hag. 


You may know ‘about the deal. 


The poultry farmer shoots:a pellet of hormones, known as stilbestrol, into the 

neck of a rooster and he becomes fat, placid, and strictly nonroosterish. This 

has been going on: now for about a year and nobody thought anything of it until 

Rep. A. L. Miller (Rep., Neb.) brought up the sorry case of the childless mink. 
Representative Miller, who is a practicing medico, said one of his constituents fed the heads of 
these doctored chickens to his mink, which immediately stopped having young. 


Dr. Miller wondered out loud what would 
happen to him if he ate a chicken that had had 
a pill inserted under its skin. He said he thought 
Congress ought to investigate. It did. The spe- 
cial committee of Rep. James J. Delaney (Dem., 
N. Y.), considering the chemicals that go into 
food, called in Dr. Arthur D. Goldhaft, eminent 
veterinarian of Vineland, N. J., and manufac- 
turer of stilbestrol for use on roosters. 


He said he had planned to bring in a 
chicken, a pill and. one of his oversized 
hypodermic needles for a demonstration.. 
But the U. S. mails had fallen down. All 
he could do was quote medical authorities 
as to the harmlessness to man of sex hor- 
mones as sold by him. 


What happens to the rooster he knew about 
from personal experience. 


“The skin surface of the bird becomes smooth 
and glossy and the flesh tender and juicy, with 
an improved flavor,” he said. “All male char- 
acteristics, such as crowing and fighting, vanish 
almost completely.” 


The elderly Dr. Goldhaft, who was almost 
bald and who spoke in precise fashion, went on 
in this vein at length. He did not satisfy Vin- 
cent A. Kleinfeld, the committee counsel, who 
wondered what would happen if the farmer gave 
his roosters two-pills, or maybe three. Would 
that have any effect on the man who ate a fried 


chicken dinner?

He went on to say that his pills not only 
were good for roosters, but that they also 
had an excellent effect on broody hens. 


“When they quit laying,” he added, “we give 
them a shot of stilbestrol and they crow, and 
start laying eggs again.” 


Farmers all over the land are using his 
products, he ‘said. Sale of hormonized chickens, 
particularly in the New York City markets, has 
increased tremendously. Ditto turkeys. And 
so far as Dr. Goldhaft knows, human beings 
have not been affected one little bit. The Con- 
gressmen. took this under consideration. They'll 
issue their verdict later. ‘*

MARATHON, Fla.—I hadn’t been down on 

the Florida Keys since 1918 and then it was by 

‘s pace*® choo-choo train (the old Flagler road, I think 

it was), so we detoured around Miami for a day or so and slipped 
down the coast via Homestead. 

We almost got homesick around Homestead and other little 
spots south of Miami in the vegetable country. They have rows 
of tomatoes so long you can’t see the mules halfway down the rows. 
Henry and Aunt Susie would be just as much at home here work- 
ing their way down the row with a gang of weed choppers as 
they would be in a cotton or corn patch. 


Harvest Time Oranges and limes are getting ripe and the 

avocado pears are full ripe. Roadside stands 
were loaded with fruit for the tourists. The vegetable. counters 
in the big stores make you anxious to get home to some beans, 
okra, turnip greens and corn on the cobb. That is, if you have 
some put down in the freezer. 

But the main dish, of course, is fishing down the keys. There 
are hundreds of fish camps where one can get a boat, tackle, bait 
and guides. And there are many places where the visitor can 
get what is called a “charter” boat and go out into the Gulf for 
big fish. The rates run from $40 up per day for a boat with cap- 
tain and crew. Usually the party contains four people. 

Food is a little different. Turtle steaks and soup, conch steaks 
and chowder are new items on the list for most people. Stone 
crab and key lime pie seem to be the especial delicacies, the stone 
crab cocktail selling for a dollar and the dinner for $4. The chicken 
usually competes at about $1.75. Of course, the season hasn’t 
really begun and the caterers are still quoting Summer rates.

Jack Redding said that as of Fri- 
day—the day a widespread mail 
embargo was slapped on briefly 
because of the rail strike—the 
Christmas mail volume was up 
6.62 percent over 1949. Last year 
saw the biggest holiday mail rush 
on record. 

Thus, he pointed out, the rail 
strike bringing the embargo on 
handling packages through key 
terminals came as the greatest 
mail peak in history was near- 
ing. To meet the emergency, pos- 
tal transportation workers are be- 
ing employed on an overtime 
basis, despite efforts of: the De- 
partment to avoid overtime gen- 
erally and hold down costs. 
Sunday the backlog of mail and 
parcel post piled up in the two- 
day embargo was rapidly getting 
“on a current basis,” Redding 
said. That means that by Monday 
or Tuesday when the peak of mail 
volume is reached the backlog 
should be wiped out.

Place for Drones 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Only casually were women included in President Tru- 
man’s emergency address to the nation, specifically in the 
phrase “more women and more young people and more 
older workers will be needed in our plants and factories,” 
but we may be sure they will not rest content unless they 


are used to their fullest capacities. 

This mobilization should not see some women—the widows, 
the poor, the young wives—working all day or all night, and drag- 
ging themselves home at the end of their labor to double in do- 
mesticity, while others summon a servant to their drawing rooms 
to fetch them a fresh deck of Canasta cards. 

Nor should it see young girls, barely out of high school, work- 
ing indifferently for .big salaries as civil employees in military 
establishments while their male classmates shuffle papers in the 
next office as privates, in uniform, at praetically nothing per month, 
nor fitting evening gowns and meeting cozily at the clubs for lunch 
while their brothers die in the air, and on the sea and in foxholes 


on the land, or prepare to do so. 


If this is to be a mobilization for survival, as we are told it is, 
and as we fearfully believe it to be, now is the time we must prove 
that in a democracy all men are indeed created equal, as far as 
their responsibility to their country is concerned. 

If right is to prevail, it must be won by our combined efforts, 
and if we are to suffer, it is the philosophy of our land that we 


must share our fate together. 


This time there must be no drones and no wasted effort. 

Women who have capacities to serve as officers in the military, 
whatever they may be or wherever they may be replacing men of 
equal facilities, must be admitted fully into the service. There 
must be no refusals for lack of category alone, while men are held 
immobile to do the jobs demanded. 

Governor Dewey’s demand for registration of all Americans 
over the age of 17 was good, resounding sense. There is no reason 
‘at all why young women should not be called into the nation’s 
defense, in the thousand capacities for which they are equipped. 

Older women, the rich and the poor, should be called, for 
whatever their talents may provide. Some, with young children, 
‘could only help in neighborhood effort, of course, or snatch a few 
hours while the youngsters are in school, to do their outside stint. 
For these part-time jobs should be available. Older women,,unable 
to do hard work, could still help in nurseries, and in half-orphaned 
homes where their perspective and understanding could spell the 
difference between bewilderment and security to little ones sepa- 
rated from their parents by a world they did not make. 

Volunteer work should be changed in title to “unpaid” work 
because unhappily only a few people consider the word “volunteer” 
applies to them. With civilian defense, Red Cross, canteens, health 
agencies and innumerable welfare organizations calling for willing 
hands and intelligent heads, no woman should idle her time away 
because she has no need to earn money. : 

The weight of the last war fell unequally upon American homes. 
Families broken by death, or maimed by wounds, and units where 
budgets could not face overwhelming costs, paid a price far beyond 
the others. Those with warm, comfortable houses, enough cars to 
rotate tires, high enough rating to receive gasoline rations, enough 
persuasion to receive butter and meat, did not really know what 
war was doing to the others who lacked their privilege. 

This time that must not be so. Whether we fight or not, if this 
is to be an all-out effort by a united people, we must likewise 
demand full citizenship and sacrifice from America’s women.

Needs Quick 


Diagnosis

No one knows the day or hour 
when cancer cells break away 
from the site. of the original 
tumor to establish a secondary 
or ‘‘metastatic” invasion of other 
tissues or organs. 

It is known, however, that. 
when operation for removal of: 
the primary cancer is too long 
delayed, secondary or metastatic 
cancer may develop in other 
areas after a lapse of several 
years. during which time the 
patient may appear perfectly 
well, 


It has long been pointed out 
that cancer is curable—if it is 
treated early. There can be no 
minimizing the importance of 
this point. The need for early 
attention to any suspicious proc- 
ess has been widely and cor- 
rectly emphasized for many 
years by those who understan 
the facts. 


A lump ih the breast is a 
suspicious process under any 
circumstances. It does not be- 
long there. Regardless of what 
the lump may prove to be, the 
patient is better off with the 
lump removed. 

A lump in the breast is not a 
sure sign of cancer. There are 
many types of benign lumps 
which may develop in the breast 
which are not cancer and will 
not “turn into” cancer. But no 
one—doctor or other person— 
can’ look at or examine a lump 
in the breast and diagnose it 
offhand as being cither benign 
or malignant. 


The thing—and the only 
thing—that tells the story is a 
microscopic examination of tis- 
sue removed from the lump. 
This, as has been previously ex- 
plained, constitutes a “biopsy” — 
examination of tissue removed 
from a living body. 

A biopsy of the breast entails 
a very minor operation. Through 
a small incision, the tumor is re- ° 
moved and the tissue is ex- 
amined microscopically by a 
pathologist—a matter requiring 
but a few minutes. If the tissue 
is found to be benign—not can- 
cerous—the operatién is con- 
cluded at that point. Nothing 
but a tiny scar remains as evi- 

. dence of the procedure and the 
atient’s mind is entirely re- 
eved. ; 

® If malignancy — cancer — is 
found, a more extensive opera- 
tion aimed at total removal of 
all possibly involved tissue fol- 
lows. 

Nothing short of a biopsy can 
determine the point.

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Christmas Cookies. Add 
To Your List ot Gifts 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


Baking cookies should be part of the pre-Christmas activities 
in any kitchen. Make them for your own jar, for neighbors down 
the street, for gifts to send away, and to hang on the tree. 


A few gadgets—some new 
eookie cutters, a cookie press, a 
pastry tube, a rolling pin—add 
to the fun of cookie baking. 

A pastry cloth and cover for 
the rolling pin are the secret of 
success for rolled cookies. The 
cloth underneath the dough 
keeps it from sticking and takes 
up the flour. The best baking 
pans are those with low sides 
or none at all. A cookie press 
helps to turn out shaped cook- 
ies in a jiffy. 


CHRISTMAS COOKIES 
" teaspoon baking powder 
he, cap shortening 
i ro 

2 teaspoons vaniila 

Mix and sift flour, baking 
powder and salt. Cream shor- 
tening and sugar; beat until 
light and fluffy. Add beaten 
eggs, mix well. Add vanilla. 
Stir in flour mixture, blending 
well. Cover with wax paper 
and chill thoroughly. Roll out 
l%-inch thick on lightly floured 
board. Keep dough you are not 
using in the refrigerator. Cut 
out Christmas trees, stars, 
wreaths, and the like, with 
cookie cutters. Bake-on lightly 
greased cookie sheets in hot 
oven (400 degrees) six to 10 
minutes. Makes six dozen. 

For the frostings, use tinted 
confectioners’ sugar icing. To 
decorate others, brush the cook- 
ies with egg white and sprinkle 
with candy sprills, coconut, 
red cinnamon candies and bits 
of green citron. 


HOW TO COLOR SUGAR 


To make colored sugar for 
decorating cookies, place granu- 
lated sugar on wax paper and 
add food coloring, a drop at a 
time. Work with the fingertips 
until the color is evenly distrib- 
uted. A drop of coloring will 
tint about two tablespoons of 
sugar. Use more coloring if a 
deeper shade is desired, but 
only a drop at a time. 


MINT SNOWBALLS 
1 cup butter or margarine 
cup a sugar 
3 cups sifted enriched flour 
14 teaspoon salt 
7 cup uncooked oats 


Cream butter, add sugar grad- 
ually, and cream until fluffy. 
Add water. Sift together flour 
and salt; add to creamed mix- 
ture, mixing thordughly. Blend 
in oats. Dough will be quite 
stiff. Shape in hands to make 
balls. Bake on ungreased bak- 
ing sheet in slow oven (325 de- 
grees) 25 to 30 minutes. Re- 
move from baking sheet and 
cool. 

Frosting: Blend 2 cups con- 
fectioners’ sugar, % cup milk, 
and 1% teaspoon mint extract 
thoroughly, add a few drops of 
green food coloring, and dip the 
cookies into the frosting, using 
two forks or a pair of tongs. 
Roll dipped balls in coconut and 
strain on a wire rack.

Georgette Renel, Parisian de- 
signer, after analyzing dress- 
making costs, realized that dress 
prices could not be reduced to 
fit into the lowered spending 
capacity of present day women 
unless some method was de- 
vised to reduce the expense of 
production. 

So she worked out a new 
technique of dressmaking, which 
eliminates all seams. 

The occasional mounting of 
sleeves holds the single piece 
of which the dress is cut in 
place by means of a few but- 
tons, which also serve as deco- 
rative. 


This makes it possible for a 
woman to select the dress 
which pleases her, thave one fit- 
ting and within 24 hours, the 
dress is ready to wear. 


But, according to Mme. Renel, 
there are other advantages: 
Among them are the facility of 
packing for traveling, saving in 
both weight and space, and the 
elimination of pressing after a 
trip, as well as ease of getting 
into and out of the dresses.
